I 
then  heard  about  the  famous  Kirk  Collection  issued  back  in 
1973.  Now,  after  Two  years  and  a  lot  of  money,  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  I  have  found  and  purchased  most  of  the  medals  to 
complete  my  collection.  Yes,  even  the  Kirk  Collection.  I  got 
that  one  Just  a  few  weeks  ago. 

Rarities  Mint  started  making  Disney  medals  back  in  1986 
with  the  Christmas  issue.  They  have  been  issuing  many  diff¬ 
erent  types  and  designs  since  then.  The  market  went  crazy 
in  1987  and  there  was  a  large  demand  for  all  their  medals 
and  prices  went  through  the  roof.
